The Pacific Cable Is at last taking 


on the semblance of material a.ction 
for the favorable report made yester- 
day regarding it by the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Commerce is a big 
stride in its progress. 
The terms pro- 


posed in the measure, too, are of a na- 
ture that indicate a successful outcome 
of the project, for with an annuity of 
5100,000 for 
twenty years from 
the 


United States Government, a financial 
guarantee is given that warrants the 
concluding of the enterprise on a very 
thorough scale. The bill provides that 
the cabfe shall be operated between, 
San Francisco and Japan via the Ha- 
waiian Islands, and in consideration of 
the bounty given by this country, all 
its messages are to be perpetually 
transmitted free. Furthermore, in the 
event of war or any other emergency, 
the United States Government is to 
take full control of the plant. 


There should certainly therefore be 


no cavilling over the aid to be extended 
to the enterprise by this country, for 
to all intents and purposes it will be a 
Governmental wire and we will cer- 
tainly get pretty nearly the value of 
our bounty back again each year in 
the amount of Federal business done. 
Then there is to be considered what a 
vast boom it mca.ns for our commercial 
interests. At the present time we are 
practically cut off from the rest of the 
Western world as far as speedy com- 
munication is concerned, for it takes 
twelve or thirteen days under the most 
favorable auspices to send a message 
to Hawaii and receive an answer there- 
from. 
And as regards Japan, 
Aus- 


tralia, and 
New Zealand—countries 


with which we do a great amount of 
business, it requires nearly two months 
to secure round-trip advices, unless the 
enormous expense is gone to of cabling 
via the Old World and in that way 
g-oing around about three-quarters of 
Hie hemisphere. 


The Pacific Coast especially will feel 


the benefits of the operation of a cable, 
and if, as is anticipated, Hawaii comes 
under Use American flag, it would be 
almost a matter of necessity to have 
one there anyhow. Although at first 
the cable might not be self-supporting, 
tho aid proposed to be given by our 


j Government -will tide it over its worst 
days and there'can be no question that 
twenty years from now when it is left 
to its own resources it will be a pay- 
ing venture, for judging by the way the 
Asiatic trade is building up now the 
Western world will have experienced 
a 
marvellous development by that 


timo. It 
is to be hoped, therefore, 


that the preliminary support extended 
to the project by the House Commit- 
tee will follow the measure through 
all its stages, for if the bounty part 
of the enterprise is assured, its pro- 
jectors stand ready to commence work 
at once-. 


Only two editions are to be issued 


by the "Book of Wealth," the cele- 
brated -work about to be-published at 
Chicago. The number of copies in each 
edition is to be limited to 400. and the 
first edition is listed at $2,500 a volume 
and the second 'at $1,000. The principal 
trouble that seems to stand in the 
way of the venture is that if young Mr.

There is no reason why the men who 


sport with the gun in this section in 
regular matches should not turn their 
attention to the extermination of the 
English sparrow. This 
work, which 


nobody who understands the habits and. 
the indomitable nature of the pests will 
heartily appreciate, is now being car- 
ried to success in the East. Thousands 
of these little pirates of the air, to 
•which bird-life and 
property 
mean 


nothing, are being slaughtered. 
In this 


manner there is gradually beinK an 
end placed to the killing of domestic 
birds and the destruction, not alone 
of the dainty flowers and flowering 
species of the parterre, but at the same 
time of the substantial products of 
fatm, field and vineyard. Over the de- 
struction of these feathered buccaneers 
there is no regret. They may serve a 
purpose as aerial scavengers, but the 
good they do is more than counterbal- 
anced by the irreparable injury which 
they cause and are still capable of 
causing in this part of the world, where 
they are justly rated as being among 
the worst of our "foreign population." 


While the idea of exterminating the 


sparrow as a means of sport originat- 
ed in the East, there is no reason why 
it should not extend to this section of 
tho country. At the same time, the 
extermination in the East Is not fol- 
lowed out especially on the sporting 
line. In that section the plan of pois- 
oning them has been resorted to, and 
has been attended with a great deal 
of success. A certain attempt in this 
direction, where more than 200 spar- 
rows, which were increasing in num- 
bers so rapidly that they soon prom- 
ised to be innumerable, were killed, 
and which resulted satisfactorily, is 
described as follows: 


"A rough and cheap frame was con- 


structed & feet high, close to the arbor- 
vitae hedge. 
On this frame an old 


door was placed, with a cleat aro'ind it 
to prevent the wind from blowing off 
the poisoned grain. A few handi'uls 
of wheat was placed on this table. 
Thn sparrows were shy for a few days, 
but when snow 
covered the ground 


they soon cleared the table of a pir.t 
or more every day. I took one-quarter 
of an ounce of strychnine, placed it 
in a quart botla with two tablespoon- 
fuls of alcohol and as much water, 
and poured in a pint of wheat. This 
was shaken a few times, then spread 
in a safe place to dry. A part of this 
poisoned wheat was mixed with good 
wheat and spread upon the elevated 
table. In a few minutes the sparrows 
began to fall in spasms. Within two 
hours 75 were picked up, and the next 
morning enough more to make more 
than 100. After a few days the above 
process was repeated, when more spar- 
rows were collected and buried. Most 
of them fell under the hedge, a few 
were picked up near the pig-pen, and 
others were found dead half a mile 
away. One batch of poisoned wheat 
had luit little effect; probably too little 
strychnine was used. To avoM Killing 
other birds, the poisoning should bo 
clone in the winter and close to dwell- 
ings, where other birds are not apt to 
come." 


Exterminating sparrows in this man- 


ner will soon rid the country of the 
pest, but, if they could be trapped and 
placed before the sportsman's gun, the 
same 
good 
work would be accom- 


plished, and, at the same time, a new 
zest would be added to sport. 
The 


sparrow does not fly like a dove. It 
does not careen like a clay pigeon. It 
is difficult to hit. In its slaughter the 
grade 
of 
marksmanship would 
be 


raised and the objection now made by 
humanitarians to the alleged wanton 
destruction of doves would never be 
hpard in ridding this country of the 
pestiferous little marauder.

wounds in his face. Another shot waa 
heard, followed by the sound of a body 
falling to the floor. Davis ran into the 
barroom exclaiming, "My chum 
shot 


me." 


Davis was in bed when Gehrig, who 


•was walking about the room, drew a 
pistol and fired three times in quick 
succession at Davis. Those who rush- 
ed to the room where the tragedy oc- 
curred found Gehrig lying on the floor 
with a bullet hole in his left temple, 
lie died without regaining conscious- 
ness. 
A note written by Gehrig waa 


found explaining the tragedy as fol- 
lows: 


"We are dead in love with Alice Cum- 


mings and Annie Holmes, and not be- 
ing able to see them, and they keeping 
away rrom us, we resolved to take our 
lives. My name is Roy Gehrig of .Mil- 
ton, Pa., and the little fellow is Wil- 
liam Davis of St. Clair. Please notify 
our parents at once. We would like 
to be cremated, so notify our parents 
at once." 


Davis says he knows nothing of the 


note, and denies that there is any com- 
pact to commit suicide.
